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Healthy Boundaries for Clergy and Church Leaders 



What: The purpose of these workshops is to 
equip ordained, commissioned, and licensed 
clergy, as well as other church leaders, to under- 
stand healthy boundaries that shape ministry 
relationships. Healthy and vital ministries rely 
on trust and mutual support to create spaces of 
welcome and safety for all. Leaders must under- 
stand the role of power, authority, and vulnera- 
bility, as well as the theology of boundaries, in 
order to build and maintain healthy boundaries 
and to choose healthy self-care strategies. 



Who: These workshops are a joint endeavor of the 
Christian Church (Disciples of Christ ) in Georgia and the 
Southeast Conference of the United Church of Christ, 
although the content is designed for clergy or leaders of 
any denomination. These workshops fulfill the require- 
ments of many denominations which require ordained, 
licensed, or commissioned clergy to complete healthy 
boundaries/ clergy ethics training every three to five 
years.

Healthy Boundaries 101 — Fundamentals is an 
introduction to healthy boundaries for clergy and 
church leaders. Topics covered include power 
and vulnerability; dating, friendships, and dual 
relationships; transference, intimacy, hugging 
and touch; and self-care. 



Healthy Boundaries 201 — Beyond Basics and Into In- 
ternet Technology is an advanced discussion of healthy 
boundaries for clergy and church leaders, designed for 
those who have completed Healthy Boundaries 101. 
Participants will review boundaries, power, vulnerabil- 
ity, and self-care; significant time will be devoted to 
internet technology and social media.
